For some years past/' 
said 
the 
president, “the high and steadily in­ 
creasing cost of living has been a 
matter of such grave public concern 
that I deem it of great public inter­ 
est that an international conference 
be proposed at this time for the pur­ 
pose of preparing plans, to bi? sub­ 
mitted to the various 
governments, 
for an international inquiry into the 
high cost of living, its extent, causes, 
effects and possible remedies. 
“There is no doubt but that a com­ 
mission could be appointed of such 
unprejudiced and impartial persons, 
experts in investigation of economic 
facts, that a great deal of very val­ 
uable light could be shed upon the 
reason for the high prices that have 
so distressed the people of the world, 
and information given upon 
which 
action might he taken to reduce the 
cost of living; 
“Those who have conducted inves­ 
tigations have found that 
the 
phe­ 
nomenon of rising prices is almost 
if not quite general throughout the 
world; but they are baffled in the 
attempt to trace the causes by the 
impossibility of making any accurate 
international comparisons. 
This is 
because, in spite of the number of 
invetigations already made, we are 
still without adequate data and be­ 
cause as yet no two countries esti­ 
mate their price level on the same 
basis or by the same methods.” 
As to the^ commission on industrial 
relations, the president said: 
“There should be an inquiry by the 
federal government into the general 
conditions of labor In 
the 
United 
States, notwithstanding the fact that 
some of the remedies will lie with 
separate states, or even entirely out­ 
side the sphere of governmental ac­ 
tivity, in the hands of private individ­ 
uals and voluntary agencies. 
One 
legitim ate object of such an official 
investigation and report 
is to en­ 
lighten and inform public 
opinion, 
which, of itself, will often induce or 
compel the reform of unjust condi- 
| tions or toe abatement of unreason­ 
able demands. 
“Unquestionably the tim e is now’ 
ripe for a searching inquiry into the 
subject of industrial relation 
which 
shall he official, authoritative, balatte 
ed and well rounded, such as only the 
federal government can successfully 
undertake . The present widespread 
interest in the subject makes this an 
opportune tim e for an investigation, 
which, in any event, can not long he 
posti>oned. 
It should he nonpartisan, 
comprehensive, thorough, patient and 
courageous.’*

removed to make room for the villas 
which are spreading around London 
like a network? 
This is a question 
uppermost in the public mind today, 
W hatever the Issue may be, certain it 
Ii that the historic structure will not 
be lost to the public without a strug­ 
gle. 
The lord mayor has convened a 
m eeting to be held at the Mansion 
House of all bodies and individuals in­ 
terested in the preservation of the 
building. 
At this meeting the prob­ 
ab ilities are that the fate of the place 
will be settled. 
Should no feasible 
suggestion be made the place will be 
disposed of at auction next month. 
The story of the Crystal Palace is 
one of romance, and is most intimate­ 
ly connected with the lite of Queen 
Victoria. 
Erected first in Hyde Park 
for the great exhibition of 1851, it was 
In 1854 removed to its present site on 
Sydenham slope and was opened by 
the queen with great pomp and cere­ 
mony in that year. 
It soon became a national Institu­ 
tion of which every Briton was proud, 
and the story of its splendors spread 
to all parts of tile world.

was partly destroyed by fire in 1866. 
the late King Edward, then Prince of

There is being formed in Sedalia a 
central council of all agencies inter­ 
ested in charity work. 
This council, 
nill 
include

churches, 
all charity institutions now existing, 
the 
city 
council, the county court, 
and all organizations, clubs, ciders 
and societies which are in any way 
interested in the charity work of our 
city. 
All such agencies which haze not, 
as yet, examined into the constitution 
and by-laws of the central council, 
and elected delegates to its firrt regu­ 
lar meeting next Thursday afternoon 
are urged to do so at once. 
If the 
good which the central council con­ 
templates Is to be accomplished it will 
take the combined efforts of .ill. 
The objects of 
this 
organization 
are, according 
to 
section 3 of the 
constitution: 
(a) 
To afford an avenue far the 
working out of a 
complete 
under­ 
standing 
between 
societies 
whose 
fields of work touch, and to further 
co-operation and prevent duplication 
of effort; such common agreements 
subject to the approval of the boards 
of directors of the different societies 
involved. 
(b) 
To serve as an expert advisory 
council in considering 
and 
making 
suggestions only, regarding any work 
undertaken by any of the existing or­ 
ganizations in the city, or increasing 
the efficiency of the work already be­ 
ing done. 
(c) 
To consider upon presentation 
of accurate data any specific needs of 
the city, and to make recommenda 
tions when it deems fit as to the un­ 
dertaking of some new work which is 
required to meet these needs by one 
scciety or several societies jointly, 
or by a new organization, if required. 
(d) 
To memorialize public im bori­ 
ties when the needs as represented re­ 
quire action on the part, of public am 
I borities, or to seek the support of 
the boards of directors of the differ­ 
ent organizations in so doing. 
(e) 
To usa its ‘ uh lienee in every 
way possible to encourage the right 
development cf the right agencies at 
the right time and the adoption of 
right methods; its secretary or agent 
gradually working out a social chart 
which will indicate the needs now re­ 
vealed, those which will be revealed 
later, and how in part or in whole 
they have been or may be satisfied. 
(f) 
In every way possible to fur­ 
ther the education of public opinion 
for such city and state reforms as 
will give efficiency to public work and 
public institutions. 
How are the delegates to be ap­ 
pointed? 
Each 
organization 
entering 
this 
central council is entitled to two dele­ 
gates, “and the method of their elec­ 
tion or appointment shall be deter­ 
mined by the individual organizations 
in any way they may think proper. 
but no one delegate shall represent 
more than one organization.” 
The by-laws provide for an execu­ 
tive committee of five, to be elected 
by the central council. To this execu­ 
tive committee will be assigned much 
of the active work of the council. 
What are some of the immediate 
things to be accomplished? 
1. A bureau of information, where 
a complete fiie and record of the his­ 
tory of all persons who have been in 
any way helped by any agency what­ 
soever, thus preventing duplication of 
effort. 
2. A bureau of labor, where all j a r ­ 
gons desiring work can obtain infor­ 
mation; and where ]>ersons desiring 
work to be done can be supplied with 
laborers. 
3. The city can be districted and a 
friendly visitor placed over eac h dis­ 
trict and mille responsible for full 
information of all jYcrsons in his dis­ 
trict. 
4. Steps eau be taken to establish 
a place where men who will not work 
can be made to work or starve, e. g.. 
as a wood yard and rock pile.

5. A desirable wash house with con­ 
veniences for women who muse wash 
clothes for a living. 
6. Most of all. the charitably dis­ 
posed people of Sedalia need to get 
together and co-operate in si eh a 
way as to help to independence the 
deserving and to weed out the Pro­ 
fessional and undeserving.
